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Traific Study 

The Maryland Department of 
Transportation has furnished the 
city with a copy of a traffic study 
of the intersection of Greenbelt Rd, 
(Md. 193) and Kenilworth Ave., 
(Md. 201) which compares traffic 
conditions before and after the 
closing of the Greenbelt Road me¬ 
dian strip at Edmonston Road and 
the installation of new signals. The 
report was prepared by Dr. Jerome 
W. Hall, Asociate Professor, De¬ 
partment of Civil Engineering, at 
the University of Maryland, and his 
staff. 

The report compares conditions 
in April 1972, and March 1973. In 
this period of time 80 percent of the 


noon and 1.9 minutes in the morn¬ 
ing. 

The report analyzed what hap¬ 
pened to Springhill Lake residents 
who used Edmonston Road in the 
morning before the median strip 
was closed, Seven hundred forty- 
one cars were recorded using Ed¬ 
monston from Springhill Lake dur¬ 
ing the morning rush before the 
median was closed, of which 45 
made right turns. After the median 
was closed, only 111 cars were re¬ 
corded using this road as an exit, 
and all turned right—the only di¬ 
rection permitted. Of the other cars 
formerly using Edmonston, about 
30% now use the one-way road con¬ 
necting Edmonston to Kenilworth 
southbound, located north of Green-

improvement work was completed, 
acording to John D. Forrest Reg¬ 
ional Traffic Engineer for the Md. 
Department of Transportation. Still 
to be undertaken is the intercon¬ 
nection and coordination of signals 
along Greenbelt Road from the 
B&O Railroad crossing (58th Ave.) 
to Kenilworth Ave. and recommen ¬ 
dations made by Dr. Hall. These 
are to be done in 1974. 

With the improvements made, the 
report estimates the total time de¬ 
lay reduction at the inersection to 
amount to 83,200 vehicles hours a 
year and 280 vehicle hours on an 
average work day. This is the cum¬ 
ulative amount of time saved by 
vehicles using the intersection. If 
placing a value of time for vehicles 
using the intersection at $2.50 per 
hour, which is considered to be a 
low figure, the annual cost benefit 
for the time delay reduction is 
placet* a $208,U00 The report places 
the implementation cost of the im¬ 
provements at $25,000 and contends 
the benefits to the motoring public 
were sufficient to pay for the cost 
of the improvement in approxi¬ 
mately two months of operation. 

The report also estimated a re¬ 
duction of 10 accidents per year at 
a total per year savings in damage 
of $6,000 plus a possible reduction 
in injuries. At the time of the report 
however, sufficient data was not 
available to statistically verify these 
estimates. 

The report found that the prin¬ 
cipal time delay reduction was for 
eastbound traffic on Greenbelt Rd. 
The reduction for westbound traffic 
was less significant. Kenilworth 
traffic time delay was reduced, but 
only by about 25% of the Greenbelt 
Road reduction. Before the improve¬ 
ments a car traveling from 62nd 
Avenue (entrance to S. Klein'* 
through the Kenilworth intersec¬ 
tion to the entrance to Greenbelt 
Regional Park took an average 
time of 4.8 minutes during the 
afternoon rush hour and could take 
as long as 10.7 minutes. After the 
improvements the average time to 
make the same distance was 2.3 
minutes, and the longest time re¬ 
corded was 4.1 minutes. The aver¬ 
age time savings for vehicles 
traveling this section of Greenbelt 
Hoad was 2.5 minutes in the after¬ 


belt Road. The remainder are using 
Cherrywood Lane and turning left 
onto Greenbelt Road. The report 
further notes that the time delay of 
cars entering Greenbelt Road east- 
bound from Edmonston in the 
morning was longer than is now 
required to travel from Cherry- 
wood Lane through the intersection 
under the new system. 

The report shows that more than 
75% of the cars leaving Springhill 
Lake on the one-way connection 
turn left or U-turn at Greenbelt 
Road. This necessitates crossing the 
two lanes travel lanes of Kenil¬ 
worth, a situation which the report 
cites as possibly hazardous. The re¬ 
port recommends consideration be 
given to a one-way median cross 
over in this area since a large num¬ 
ber of the cars U-turn now at 
Greenbelt Road, 

New Image for Center Mall

Go down to the Center Mall and 
what you see is a large pile of rub¬ 
ble. But fairly soon, city officials 
promise, what is now a smooth dirt 
surface will be covered with red¬ 
dish-brown concrete called boman- 
ite. This, in turn, will be lined just 
before hardening to resemble bricks. 

Many more plantings than for¬ 
merly existed in the area will he 
placed throughout. Two London 
plane trees will be on Centerway. 
Two red oaks will be placed on ei¬ 
ther side of the statue. Twenty 
Bradford pear trees will be planted 
in the middle of the Mall, roughly 
where the magnolias used to be. 
These trees flower white in spring 
and when fully grown will form a 
canopy over the area. 

Seven Austrian pines will line the 
premises behind the statue with 
two spotlights placed so that they 
light up the row of pines in the even¬ 
ing. Eight other post lights will be 
spaced throughout the Mall. 

A phone booth, a single pedestal 
with a four-sided canopy, will be 
placed near the theatre.

Rent Control Bills 
Hearing on Nov. 6 

Rent control will be scrutinized 
again when two Council bills intro¬ 
duced Oct 16 come up for public 
hearing tentatively Nov. 6 at 1:30 
p.m. 

Councilmcn Royal Hart and 
Francis B. Francois proposed a bill 
extending the present six percent 
rent ceiling for three months to give 
the Landlord-Tenant Commission 
time to prepare its recommenda¬ 
tions for further legislation to the 
Council. The Landlord-Tenant bill 
enacted last year gave the body the 
right to recommend such legislation 
to the County Council. 

Acording to the rent bill, the 
six percent lid wouldn’t be lif¬ 
ted until March 1 rather than Dec. 
31, 1973 as set in this year’s act. 

Chairman John J. Garrity, pro¬ 
posed a five percent limit through 
March. 1975 that allows landlords 
to pass on some costs to tenants. 

Garrity’s legislation would let a 
landlord increase rent in direct 
proportion to increases in utility 
costs for fuel, electricity, sewer and 
water and other improvement costs. 


HYATTSVILLE.— At its Wed¬ 
nesday, October 17, meeting, the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission voted to turn down the 
city of Greenbelt’s request that 
the previously granted July 18 per¬ 
mit for construction of the Green- 
briar sewage treatment plant be 
suspended until NASA grants an 
easement for the discharge line. 

Commissioners Johanna Norris, 
Lawrence Brooks, and Floyd Peter¬ 
son voted against suspension, 
George McRory abstained, and 
David Elliott voted for suspension. 

The WSSC decision had been post¬ 
poned from the week before be¬ 
cause of charges by Richard Schif- 
ter, Greenbriar Associate’s repre¬ 
sentative, that commissioner Elliott 
was biased on the Greenbriar issue 
and should not be allowed to vote. 
The WSSC legal department ruled 
otherwise. Elliott denied that he 
was biased against the Greenbriar 
project, but stated that he did ob¬ 
ject to political pressure placed on 
him. 

Explanation of Vote 
WSSC officials, in denying the* 
suspension, stressed that their ap¬ 
proval of the permit did not relieve 
the developer from the responsibili¬ 
ty of getting the other needed per¬ 
mits before starting construction, 
(In addition to WSSC approval, 
the developer needs the approval 
of the county, the State Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Mental Hy¬ 
giene (SDHMH), the State Water 
Resources Administration, and the 
Federal Environmental Protection 
Agency.) 

As viewed by the agency, WSSC’s 
responsibility in the Greenbriar 
matter is limited to reviewing the 
construction plans for the plant and 
submitting them to the State to see 
if they meet the specifications con¬ 
tained in the County Ten-Year 
Water and Sewer Plan. Accord¬ 
ing to an October 5 communica¬ 
tion from SDHMH, that agency has 
reviewed the plans and found "the 
plans and specifications satisfac¬ 
tory, subject to the discharge ap¬ 
proval of the Department of Na¬ 
tural Resources." Thus, in the 
eyes of the WSSC majority, they 
had no grounds for suspension or 
revocation of the permit. 

WSSC also observed that it will 
be supervising every step of the 
construction to make certain that 
the physical plant is built in accor¬ 
dance with specifications. Unless 
this is done, no operating permit 
will be issued, WSSC officials said. 

In some respects, the WSSC ac¬ 
tion is academic at this time, be¬ 
cause work on the sewage treat¬ 
ment plant was suspended in mid- 
August by SDHMH and continues 
to be suspended until an easement 
has been obtained for discharge of 
the effluent from the plant. 

Sewage Construction Bond 
In a related matter, the developer 
through his attorney, George A, 
Brugger, has advised the county 
that the bonding company will not 
pay the $500,000 requested by the 
county for failure to construct the 
sewage treatment plant by October 
1 . 

Brugger said that since March 21, 
1973 when the bond was issued a 
number of facts wholly outside of 
the developer’s control have taken 
place to delay the construction of 
the Greenbriar apartments and the 
sewage treatment plant, as follows: 

1) Construction of the apart¬ 
ments was seriously set back by 
unusual weather conditions and 
shortages of material and workers 
so that the earliest possible date 
for apartment occupancy will be 
the first quarter of 1974, instead 
of October 1. Thus, there was no 
longer need for having sewage 
treatment facilities available by 
October 1. 

2) The necessary building and 
construction permits for the treat¬ 
ment plant were held up and de¬ 
layed. Construction of the plant 
was also delayed by action of the 
county in pressuring the supplier 
to build the plant for the new Largo 
sports arena before it finishes the 
Greenbriar plant. 

Brugger also complained that the 
developer entered into the bonding 
agreement out of sheer desperation 
in an attempt to secure approval 


ANNAPOLIS. — Wednesday, No¬ 
vember 21, has been selected for 
the public hearing on the applica¬ 
tion for a State permit to dis¬ 
charge effluent from the Green¬ 
briar temporary sewage treatment 
plant into an unnamed tributary 
of Beaverdam Creek. The meeting 
time will be 9:30 a.m. in the Green¬ 
belt city council meeting room. 

The hearing will be conducted by 
the Water Resources Administra¬ 
tion (WRA) of the State of Mary¬ 
land which is proposing to issue a 
State permit to the applicant, 
subject to certain effluent limita¬ 
tions and special conditions. Ac¬ 
tually, the official applicant Is the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission which will be opera¬ 
ting the treatment plant. 

According to WRA officials, a 
public hearing is now required un¬ 
der the new State regulations ad¬ 
opted as of May 1973. Prior to 
that date WRA did not have to 
issue permits for public treatment 
plants. (The cost of building and 
operating the plant will be borne 
by Greenbriar Associates, builders 
of the 1,193 unit Greenbriar apart¬ 
ments.) 

The issue to be considered at the 
hearing is whether or not water 
quality or related environmental 
factors require effluent limitations 
or additional requirements other 
than those proposed.. 

Persons wishing to comment on 
the proposal are invited to submit 
a statement to the WRA no later 
than 5 days preceding the public 
hearing, or both. Oral statements 
will be heard, but WRA suggests, 
for the accuracy of the record, all 
important testimony be submitted 
in writing. 

In a related matter, the legal 
staff of the State Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene has 
advised its chief, Dr. Neil Solo¬ 
mon, that he would be required to 
issue a construction permit for the 
Greenbriar treatment plant if 
Greenbriar Associates complies with 
complete engineering plans and 
specifications including receipt of a 
discharge permit from WRA and 
"all necessary easements required 
to reach an approved point of dis¬ 
charge."

Rhea had asked the judge 
to disqualify himself for reasons 
of bias and prejudice. In unlawful 
response, 'Bowen sentenced her to 
three months, in jail and a $500 fine. 

Rhea’s trial was everybody's trial. 
In winning her appeal, she has re¬ 
stored to all of us the rights we 
take for granted. 

Reversal of the conviction means 
that she can recover court costs 
but not legal fees. Many friends 
have helped to meet the lawyer’s 
bill, but $1800 remains to be raised.

Eighty-six Greenbelters regis¬ 
tered to work between 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. in a downpour, bringing the 
total of new registrants for the two 
week period to 205. Total registra¬ 
tion for Greenbelt in 1943 was over 
the 900 mark. 

President Truman received a flood 
of telegrams from local residents 
against the increase in rent plan¬ 
ned by the Public Housing Admin¬ 
istration. 

A major issue at the time was 
acquisition of land for building 
churches. Church leaders were 
banding together to secure church 
sites. PHA maintained that the 
Government (owners) of most of 
the land in Greenbelt) could not 
establish or support a church by 
granting it or selling at reduced 
rate property purchased with tax 
monies. 

Another issue was the establish¬ 
ment of an armory in Greenbelt. 
PHA stated that Greenbelt’s efforts^ 
to obtain land for an armory would 
entail the transfer of land to the 
State of Maryland. PHA has no 
legal authority for doing this. 

A letter to the editors column 
complained of the length of time it 
took for an exterminator to come 
to rid his house of termites. ’‘Let’s 
take a look at a few Greenbelt 
houses,” the writer urged. “What 
we see might prove embarrassing to 
those who are charged with main¬ 
taining our property. Oh, for the 
former years when this was truly 
a model town.” 

An active Democratic club was 
planning a pre-election dance. 
Several Greenbelters wrote a card 
to Mark Evans announcer for the 
Sunrise program on WTOP, and 
were invited to be on his program 
where they talked about Greenbelt, 
The “Our Neighbors” column an¬ 
nounced a surprise stork shower for 
Mrs. Ben Goldfaden, 

The Westminster Co-op in Car- 
roll County opened with 5,000 people 
in attendance and expressing their 
enthusiasm for the food store. 
“Greenbelt has taken on a general 
air of stability” said several archi¬ 
tects from England and New Zea 
land who toured Greenbelt after a 
10 year absence. 

The Cooperator editor, Sally 
Meredith, resigned and Ed. Mere¬ 
dith, her husband (?), became the 
new editor. 

Recreation director, Sam Fox, re¬ 
ported that work was continuing 
on the ice skating rink at Braden 
Field. "Skating on the lake will be 
prohibited if the rink is successful.” 

The public health nurse reported 
one case of suspected polio here. 

In its “Attention!” column, police 
chief George Panagoulis was made 
aware of an “automobile of ancient 
vintage” in a parking area for six 
months with dead tags. Residents 
complained of the shortage of park¬ 
ing spaces and the danger to little 
kids who climb in, and out and over 
the car which “is in a general 
state of ‘eollapsability’ 

This same column noted that 
"CARE is now offering a 10 lb, 
package of lard for $5.50. The cost 
for Berlin is $6.50, since supplies 
must be flown in from Frankfurt 
during the blockade. The product 
is called Swift’ning. It needs no re - 
frige rat ion. Fats rate as Europe's 
greatest single food need.” 

An editorial proclaimed “‘Capital 
Transit is at it again.” They have 
asked the courts to reverse the 
Maryland. . . order which cruelly 
forces them to let school children 
ride for three cents a zone. , . A 
couple of more little boots like these 
and no one will be able to go to 
work. By “public transportation 
anyway”. 

The Classified ads announced a 
person willing to make homemade 
pastries. Her speciality was angel 
food cake. 

The first cooperative listener- 
owned FM radio station, WCFM, 
was going on the air. For $10 any¬ 
one could become a stockholder. 
The station featured such names as 
Paul Kellogg, Robert Nathan, Jerry 
Voorhis, John Carmody, Mordecai 
Johnson, and Marquis Childs on its 
board of directors. 

Southway Road was closed for 
repairs, The cafeteria at Centei 
School announced it would have tc

close if at least 100~25c lunches 
each day were not sold. Parents 
were urged to have their children 
eat this hot lunch so the cafeteria 
wouldn’t be forced to close. 

Substitutions of a sanitary fill for 
the inadequate incinerator system 
of disposing of trash and garbage 
was proposed to the town council 
by its manager, Charles McDonald. 

Parents were reminded of the 
annual Hallowe’en parade. Door 
prizes for the prettiest and funniest 
costumes were two tickets to the 
Redskins game. 

There were 12 complaints of 
misbehaving boys in the police de¬ 
partment records for one week. And 
the Greenbelt High yearbook, the 
Pylon, was judged third highest 
among all the schools of its size in 
the United States for the second 
year in a row. 

Center School PTA heard from 
county school Superintendent G. 
Gardner Shurgart who reported 
that “the most important problem 
existing today in our educational 
system is the shortage of schools. 
Over a thousand children are at¬ 
tending in part-time sessions, even 
up to the fourth grade, although 
$5,500,000 had already been spent 
in building and $10,000,000 more is 
expected to be spent. What Mary¬ 
land has to deal with is the pheno¬ 
menal growth of school popula¬ 
tion. ...” Teachers are paid ac¬ 
cording to their education and ex¬ 
perience with a minimum of $2,400 
for a teacher with a BA, degree and 
some experience.

Parkdale Site of Meeting 
On School Decentralization 

Three information meetings on 
decentralization in Prince Georges 
County Public Schools will be held 
simultaneously on Monday, Octob¬ 
er 29, beginning at 8 p.m. 

The meetings are being held un ¬ 
der the joint sponsorship of the 
school system and the Prince 
Georges County Council of PTA’s. 
The northern area meeting will be 
at Parkdale Senior High School. G. 
James Gholson, area director for 
the northern region will attend. 

Citizens attending the meetings 
will be briefed on the actual pro¬ 
cess of decentralization, its effects 
on the day-to-day operation of 
schools and long-range goals. 

“One of the major goals of do- 
cetnarlization is to bring pupil, par¬ 
ent, school and community closer 
and to provide early responses to 
problems and inquiries,” said Dr. 
Annabelle E. Ferguson, Area Dir¬ 
ector for schools in the central 
region. “To accomplish this, we 
need to establish more effective 
two-way communication lines be¬ 
tween our administrative offices, 
schools and communities.” Dr. Fer¬ 
guson added that citizens will be 
asked to participate in discussions 
at the meetings. 
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“Down-Zoning” Long 
Way Off in Greenbelt 

All zoning in Prince Georges 
county will be reviewed every six 
years under a series of resolutions 
adopted last week by the county 
council. 

The measures, introduced by 
councilman Francis B. Francois, 
provide for “down-zoning” of land 
not developed within five years 
and can delay processing of most 
zoning applications for as much 
as six years. 

The resolutions set up a six-year 
timetable for the review of sec¬ 
tional map area zoning. The Col¬ 
lege Park-Greenbelt area is sched¬ 
uled for study in the fifth and sixth 
year. 

The aim is to set in motion a 
process of systematic, zoning re¬ 
view that would eliminate piece¬ 
meal zoning in the county. 

Master plans, previously utilized 
as guidelines for development of 
the county, will become virtually 
mandatory between the reviews.
